A ugusta (Ga.), D ecem ber25th.—W hen officers 
W illiam s and Crawford w ent to arrest a party o f 
d runken negroes to-day, they resisted, disarm ed 
th e policem en, and beat them badly w ith th e r , 
clubs. T he police w ere subsequently reinforced i 
and h a lf a dozen o f the negro ringleaders w ere 
arrested a n a locked up in an engine house 
Large num bers of citizens, w hite and black, 
collected about th e place and great excitem ent 
prevailed during th e afternoon, "ihe n tg ro ts 
w ere subsequently rem oved from th e engine 
house to th e jail, w here they w ere safely 
guarded, and no fu rth er trouble is apprehended. 
W hen th e officers started to the ja il w ith the 
prisoners a difficulty occurred betw een some 
m ore negroes and several w hite m en. First 
clnbs w ere used, and then pistols. Gue negro 
was killed outright and auotnerbadly wounded. 
All is quiet to-night.

K a n sa s C i t y , D ecem ber 25th.- The county 
seat election is soon to be held in R aw lins 
county, in th e northw estern p art of Kansas. 
Two tow ns are com peting for the honor o f be­ 
ing th e seat of governm ent—Atwood and Blake- 
m an. The latter tow n has inaugurated a novel 
m ethod of cam paigning. A fund has been sub­ 
scribed to purchase all the houses in Atwood 
and move them to B lakem au, and thus depopu­ 
late its rival. 
Forty-seven dw elling-houses aud 
stores have already been purchased and moved 
to lilakem an. an d th e purchasing com m ittee is 
negotiating lor a m ajority of the rem ainder. 
T he people a t Atwood are said to be h ard up, 
an d are quite w illing to dispose of th e ir houses 
at the prices offered 
The Blakem au purchas­ 
ing com m ittee is backed by th e railroad and 
the tow n, and finds no difficulty in raising the 
necessary funds. The B lakem au people are 
accordingly confident of success at the com ing 
eleciion. 


S H R E W D SM ITH . 


H e W orlced in a Ml in* to G et P oin t* on 
S a lt L and. 
C a n a n d a ig u a (N. Y.), D ecem ber 25th.—W. II. 
Sm ith, th e m illionaire m ine operator, has a 
claim against the R etsof Salt Company of York, 
Livingston county, for two days’ work as a com ­ 
m on laborer in the com pany’s salt m ine at 81 39 
per day. 
Sm ith applied for work at th e S uperintend­ 
e n t’s office the other day, and was sent dow n 
the shaft w ith the other m iners. 
He worked 
tw o days, an d on the m orning of the th ird re­ 
quested a day oft’ on account of sickn* ss. it 
was granted, and the m in er hired a rig and 
took a ride ior his health to the hom e of farm er 
S. LI. Gray, who owns the land supposed to be 
rich in salt deposits 
He introduced h-m self to Gray as an em ploye 
of th e Retsof M ining Com pany, and asked him 
1 
at he would take for his 400-acre farm . 
Gray hod been negotiating w ith th e R etsof 
Company for some tim e, aud there had been a 
difference o f only a few dollars per acre be­ 
tw een them . 
He had about m ade up bis m ind 
to com plete the deal b e'o re Sm ith arrived, so 
he answ ered prom ptly, “ Eighty thousand dol­ 
lars. ’ 
Sm ith accepted the term s at once, and drew 
819,000 from an inside pocket, w hich he handed 
over to bind ih e bargain. 
The d ta l com pleted, 
Sm ith returned to the m ine and resum ed work. 
D uring the afternoon of the sam e day, w hen 
Gray m et the S uperintendent of the Retsof 
m ines, he said: “ Well, I gave in at last ai d 
closed w ith your m an to-day for ?200 per acre.’’ 
The Superintendent soon found th a t no officer 
of the Retsof Company had done any such thing, 
aud a lively investigation followed. 
Ail th e m en were called together aud Gray 
pointed out Sm ith as th e one who had bought 
his farm . W hen asked who lie had bought the 
farm for, he replied th a t it was for him self. He 
was prom ptly discharged, and w hen he pre 
seated a bill for his two days’ w ork paym ent 
was refused. 
Sm ith laughed, and said th a t he had had more 
th an th e w orth of the bill in fun over the dis­ 
com fiture of his em ployers. He could stand the 
loss, especially as his labor in the m ines had 
given him the b it of inform ation w hich resulted 
in his securing th e Lest salt territory in th at sec­ 
tion. 
Sm ith is from P ennsylvania and is largely in ­ 
terested in coal, gas and oil lauds th ere. It is 
believed th a t his schem e has secured lor him 
here the cream of W estern New York salt lauds 


BO O M ER B U R K E . 


H e i* S a fely H o u sed an d F r e e from E x­ 
tra d itio n . 
N ew O rleans, D ecem ber 25th.—Some tim e 
ago the G rand Ju ry ot th e p arish of O rleans in­ 
dicted Major E. A. B urke, ex-State T reasurer of 
Louisiana, and 
ex -D irecto r-G en eral of the 
W orld’s Exposition at New O rleans, and who 
was a political leader here for years, on th ir­ 
teen charges of forgery, em bezzlem ent and m is­ 
appropriation of public funds. 
Major Burke 
was cnarged w ith taking from the State vau ts 
and applying to his own use 8379,000 w orth of 
bonds belonging to the State agricultural and 
seminar}' funds and over-issuing and selling 
8400.000 of th e 3 per-cent State bonds. 
At th e tim e or the indictm ents Major B urke 
was in Loudon, negotiating for th e sale of val­ 
uable m ining property in H onduras, conceded 
to him by President Bogram, o f the Republic, 
and running along th e G uavane river for tw en­ 
ty-one m iles.

The Lou­ 
isiana authorities announced th a t they would 
pursue him w herever he w ent, but no one. not 
even his closest friends, knew his w hereabouts. 
A leiter received by a banker of this city from 
an official of H onduras at Fuerto Cortez, iu th at 
country, says th at Burke has arrived in Teguci­ 
galpa. ihe principal city of H onduras, and is 
there now. 
He cam e by the H am burg line to 
Jam aica, from there to Colon, thence to Panam a 
and so on to A m apala, on the Pacific coast of 
Honduras. It is said th a t he has 8250,000 r r 
1300.000 w ith him , and th a t he is going to bis 
mines. 
I t seems from th is th a t B urke has run th e 
gantlet safely land escaped th e Louisiana au ­ 
thorities and all extradition papers. There is 
l o extradition treaty w hatever w ith H onduras, 
and he cannot be touched there. Moreover, he 
is a close nersonal friend of President B 'gram , 
w hom he has v isit.d before, and w ill be pro­ 
tected by him . He has built several public 
halls there and prom ised to establish a techni­ 
cal and m ercantile school and m ake a num ber 
of im provem ents 
As he is very well provided w ith m oney and 
is backed by a num ber of bic English capitalists, 
an«l as his concession is reputed to be very v al­ 
uable, Burke is liable *o play an im portant p art 
in C entral A m erica, like Meiggs a n a W inslow in 
South A m erica.

NOT A SALOON. 


F o r T liree- Y ears C am bridge* H a s-R o ftrse d 
A U L ic e n s e s . 
[From t i e New Y'ork Independent.] 
For the fourth 
consecutive year the 
University city of Cambridge, Mass., has 
voted to have no saloons. 
There is no 
other case of the kind on record in this 
country, and probably none in the world, 
in which a city of nearly 70,000 inhabit­ 
ants has driven out the saloon; and after 
keeping it out for three years by annual 
vote of its own citizens, has for the fourth 
time again voted to keep it out. 
< Rher 
cities have been under prohibition under 
State laws;: but no other as large as thisr 
by its own vote, for that length of time. 
liow was it done ? 
By united effort. 
It is not always easy 
to secure the united effort even of men 
who agree; for if they are earnest they 
are apt to magnify the points of petty dis­ 
agreement, instead of magnifying their 
points of agreement. 
But Cambridge has 
succeeded in driving out the saloon by the 
united effort of men who disagreed. 
The 
clergymen of Cambridge are strong, posi­ 
tive men and dilier as strong men do upon 
theological questions; 
but 
they 
have 
wrought ami prayed together as one man 
for the banishment of the snloon. 
Uni­ 
tarians, Baptists, Methodists, Universal- 
ists, Episcopalians and Catholics, regard­ 
less of race or color, have stood shoulder to 
shoulder. The leading Catholic clergy­ 
man is one of the most intense men in that 
State, the founder of a parochial school 
years befere any controversy arose about 
them ; but he spoke with the Protestant 
clergymen upon the same platform upon 
this question, going to the hall of the 
Men’s Christian Association three years in 
succession to join the Protestants in a 
jubilee over their joint victory; and lead­ 
ing Protestants have spoken to his people 
in their liall for no-license. 
Cambridge politicians are positive,, inde­ 
pendent and aggressive; hut Democrats, 
Republicans, Prohibitionists and Labor 
Eeformers have joined their forces, coming 
out of a red-hot fight against each other in 
November, to turn their batteries upon the 
grog-shop, as a common enemy, iu Decem­ 
ber. 
When the people first voted out the sa­ 
loon, in December, 1886, their decision was 
looked upon as a popular freak ; but the 
results were such that after a year’s exper­ 
iment the ;>eople determined to give it an­ 
other year’s trial in response to the appeal 
for fair play. 
The results that year war­ 
ranted the repetitition of the trial, and for 
a third time the people allowed the friends 
of no-license a chance to show what could 
be doue. 
The last year has been the best of the 
three. 
Some of the liquor dealers kept on 
with their business for the first year on 
the sly, expecting the people to reverse 
their verdict. When they voted no-license 
the second time, most of these went out of 
the business; and when it was repeated in 
1888, the few remaining saloons which had 
been holding out, doing a little surrepti­ 
tious business, waiting for the reaction, 
became discouraged and left the town. 
There has not been an open saloon in the 
town for more than two years, and for the 
past year there has not been one where 
any hut an old toper could get a drink, and 
he only by resorting to the most hum il­ 
iating of expedients. 
The testimony to the good effect of ban­ 
ishing the saloon has beeu overwhelming- 
Men who do not claim to he Prohibition, 
ists, high-license men and low-licensc men. 
tell the same story as do the Prohibition­ 
ists— that there is less intemperance, less 
pauperism, less rowdyism, less crime, that 
children are lietter clothed and fed; that 
savings hanks deposits from the poor have 
greatly increased ; and there is less driuk- 
ing among the women of the poorer classes 
in their homes and fewer family disturb­ 
ances and broils. 
There is no counter tes­ 
timony. 
The friends of license admit that 
this is true, and their only argument has 
been that there ought to be high license 
so as to get the fees of the liqnor-dealers. 
But to this the people of Cambridge have 
once more said no, emphatically. 
They 
believe that there are tilings more valu­ 
able than money, and public interests more 
important than the decrease oi taxation 
fifty cents on a thousand dollars. The ma­ 
jority has been reduced by complications 
apait from the liquor question; but the 
victory is, under the circumstances, even 
greater than last year. 
Aud all this has 
come from uniting the people who dis­ 
agree.

STILL FIGHTING HEFCRX. 
: San Francisco Chronicle protests 
t,»at it wants information on the subject of 
ballot reform, and that it is willing to be 
convinced of the virtues of the proposed 
election system for California. It has this 
statement in yesterday’s issue concerning 
the feature of secrecy: 
The numbering of a corresponding stub or 
counterfoil will not do, for that is certain de­ 
struction to secrecy. The ballot i:- secret when 
it ¡;oes into the ballot-box, but not secret when 
it is takeu out and counted, for if ballot No. 248 
is issued to a voter, and his name recorded 
when he casts ballot 218, is it not evident that 
the counting oi the ballots makes a complete 
record of how that particular voter has voted? 
As the Australian law is applied in 
Australia, the Chronicle is correct in its 
conclusion that secrecy is destroyed. But 
in Australia a non-voting class acts in the 
capacity of “counters,” and the ballots are 
destroyed after being counted. Neverthe­ 
less, the fact of how an elector voted can 
be ascertained in Australia, and therein 
ies the defect of that law. But the law 
proposed for California, and originated in 
San Francisco in the Young Men’s Demo­ 
cratic League, completely obviates the ob­ 
jection to the Australian law. It provides 
that the printed ballot number shall ap­ 
pear only upon a corner of the ballot, be­ 
low which runs a line of perforation. 
When the voter comes to the ballot-box 
his ticket must be folded, as under the 
present California system, and this num­ 
bered corner thus appears ou the outer 
fold. The ticket having been by this 
number identified as official, the voter, or, 
if he prefers, the Inspector of Election, 
tears off the number and the ballot goes 
into the box absolutely without mark of 
identity, and its secrecy is thus insured. 
In Connecticut they furnish the voter with 
an official envelope in which he seals up 
his ballot. 
The Australian system of depositing the 
numbered ballot, or an indorsed one, was 
proposed to the last Legislature, and the 
RecO RD -U nion at once iminted out the 
objection to it and protested against its 
passage. The Federated Trades had the 
bill in charge, and for a time their repre­ 
sentatives were indignant at the opposi­ 
tion of this journal, but when shown the 
reason for it, the bill was withdrawn and 
amended so as to remove the objection, the 
promoters of the measure frankly acknowl­ 
edging that they had been in error. So 
that what the Chronicle is now bringing 
forward is ancient history, and has alto­ 
gether a musty smell. 
That journal 
should endeavor to keep pace with the 
history of ballot reform. 
But our San Francisco contemporary 
has discovered another mare’s nest in the 
reform system ; and though the Recokp- 
U nion has recently thrice demonstrated 
that it is in error, the Chronicle yesterday 
rev,-serted its misstatement. It charges 
that a hired voter, in order to prove to his 
m.i-ter that he has kept the contract of 
sale, takes into the voting booth a ballot 
so closely imitated after the official, that it 
cannot be detected when folded. He re­ 
ceives from the ballot clerk a genuine bal­ 
lot, but votes the counterfeit and brings 
out the genuine is proof of his servility, 
and this genuine ballot the boss then uses 
with another purchased voter, who brings 
out still another genuine, hut blank ballot^ 
and thus the master can vote the slaves all 
day, and lose the vote of but one of them, 
that of the hireling who cast the counter­ 
feit ticket, which, of course, is thrown out 
when the count is entered upon. 
All this sounds convincing and seems to 
work complete defeat to the law. But 
how brief a tale serve; to disabuse the 
mind. The official ballots are bound, two 
hundred in a book with stubs numbered, 
for which the election officials receipt. 
The elector procures his ballot from the 
ballot clerks, who record its number on 
the poll list as they now do the order in 
which the electors vote. The ballot, when 
returned for casting, is folded as now; the 
inspector, before receiving it or allowing it 
to lie cast, examines and calls out the num­ 
ber on the perforated coruer, the poll 
clerks reply that that particular voter re­ 
ceived that particular ballot and is en- > 
titled to cast it: the number is then de- ; 
tached and the ballot cast. It is simply 
impossible for the boss or any one else to 
get a counterfeit ballot into the box under 
such a system, except the election officers 
are in collusion with the rascals. Against 
su.li collusion, as against conspiracy to 
commit crime, there can be no protection, 
except such as [ uu:shment affords. We 
come to a point in all proceedings where 
there must be repose of human trust in 
some one. But the reform law does not by 
so much as a liaii s breadth enlarge the 
C -. 
:y of election officers for becoming 
corrupt. Under a reform system they can 
<■’> u- ;.s now and will l>e unless the 
t Ic nest men behind the 1 aliot- 
Bui the reform sysfem will make 


it far more difficult for the rascals to cor­ 
rupt the ballot-box, and the penalty at­ 
tached for abuses are such as to make the 
venture one of extreme peril, while the 
system that requires the State to print the 
ballots and prohibits private ballots alto­ 
gether, removes the ticket peddler, and ef­ 
fectually puts a stop to the present method 
of rushing men up to the polls through a 
crowd and voting them under the eye of a 
boss lieutenant like cattle, or requiring 
them to carry their ballots in sight. 
The final objections of our contem[>orary 
is to the length of the ticket, the perplex­ 
ity of some voters in marking an “X” op­ 
posite names, and the time consumed in 
counting. All which may be replied to by 
the statement that practical trial of the 
system proves the contrary. A voter as 
readily picks out from one large ballot the 
names he wishes to favor, as from a hand­ 
ful of tickets of the various political par­ 
ties, to say nothing of the half-hundred 
half-breed tickets that are always in the 
field on election day in San Francisco. 
The judges count and the clerks tally, it 
has been demonstrated, 200 ballots of the 
one kind as rapidly as they do of the other 
But if it consumed under the new system 
as much time to count 200 ballots as to 
count 400 now, the fact would cut no figure 
in the question in view of the immense 
advantages and benefits of the new over the 
old system. 
T h e San Francisco Chamber of Com­ 
merce has adopted a memorial reciting the 
duty of the Federal Government toward 
the Sacramento river, the neglect under 
which the river has declined to its present 
condition, and asking Congress to take im­ 
mediate steps for the systematic and per­ 
manent improvement of the stream. The 
memorial recites that in the memory of 
men who still live there is recalled the 
great depth of the Sacramento river, its 
clear waters and its navigability for deep- 
water ships. It points out that because of 
the remoteness of the State from the great 
mass of population, and the newness of the 
State, the Sacramento river has had far 
less attention than if it flowed through 
some of the Eastern States, hut that it is 
the property of all the people, and that its 
commercial importance, and its character 
as the drainwav of the finest valley of the 
nation demand that it should be now 
treated according to a comprehensive 
scheme, and that the Federal Government 
owes it to California to no longer neglect 
its duty in this matter. The memorial is 
timely, strong and will have much influ­ 
ence in Washington. We trust, now that 
the iron is hot, that the striking will be 
kept up until the end desired is attained. 
The R ecord-U nios: began this demand 
for Federal treatment of the river years 
ago—and for a long time was alone in its 
advocacy—on the single ground of the ne­ 
cessity of preserving the navigability of 
the stream. It has at no time wavered in 
that demand, and therefore feels, now that 
all the State is joining in it, that the 
hope of the past is about to be realized. 


T h e Board of Trade is to hold a most 
important meeting to-day, and it is essen­ 
tial that there should be a full attendance 
of the membership. The questions to be 
considered are all of vital importance to 
the people of this city, and one to the 
people of the whole State. The meeting 
is to hear a report upon the condition of 
the postoffice appropriation ; it is to pass 
upon the resolution memoralizing Congress 
to undertake systematic reclamation of 
the Sacramento river; it is to resolve for 
or against the erection of a Board of Trade 
building. Every one of these matters con­ 
cerns every business man in the city, as 
well as every resident, whether in com­ 
merce or not. It is to be hoped that all 
other engagements by members will be 
aid aside this afternoon, and that every 
one on the roll will he in attendance- 
What is needed is calm deliberation, care­ 
ful weighing of facts, and firm and digni­ 
fied expression. These will be conserved 
hv a large attendance and the thought of 
manv minds. 


T h e ravages of the so-called influenza 
in Europe ore truly alarming. In St. 
Petersburg two-thirds of the whole popula­ 
tion have been afflicted with it, and 
in Paris it is equally malignant. Wherever 
it appears the same characteristics are ap­ 
parent-typhoid form in fever, nasal pas­ 
sages irritation, and much debility. The 
after effects are said to be even worse: 
low spirits, great prostration, mental in­ 
capacity, luDg inflammation, and slow re­ 
covery. The disease has already appeared 
in the United States, and it is therefore not 
improbable that it will reach California 
our means of communication being so inti­ 
mate with the East. The people will 
therefore very anxiously look to the medi- 
cnl faculty for some direction how to pre­ 
pare for and meet the assaults of the pest, 
which appears to have well earned that 
designation by reason of its virulence and 
its epidemic character. 
T he idea must not be run away with 
that any local authority has any control 
over the navigable rivers of the State, or 
any one else outside of the Government of­ 
ficials acting under the law. When the 
State was admitted to the Union, the ex­ 
press reservation was made that the navi­ 
gable streams should remain the property, 
and under the control of the Federal Gov­ 
ernment, the State having only the right 
of exacting certain tolls or harbor dues, 
and of granting franchises for bridges, the 
adoption of regulations for the conserva­ 
tion of fisheries, etc. It is the duty, there­ 
fore, of the Federal Government to care 
for the river, and insistence should be 
made that it keep its contract to do so. 
The fear is that when the waters subside, 
so too will the enthusiasm with which the 
people are now disposed to memorialize 
Congress on the subject.

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CRUSHED TO DEATH. 


HAPPY HOUSEHOLD TRANSFORMED 
INTO ONE OF SORROW. 


C harles D ouglass llroivu the V ictim 
of an U nfortunate and 
F a tal A ccident. 


W hile Christmas brought happiness and 
cheer to many homes all over the land, it 
also brought sorrow and anguish to others. 
A sad instance of the latter character oc­ 
curred in this city. 
Charles Douglass. 
Brown, an employe of the Southern Pacific 
Company, who had charge of that portion 
of the railroad yards in the vicinity of 
Sixth and E streets, met with a frightful 
death while in the discharge of his duties, 
and the news thereof brought agony into a 
household that np to that hour had been 
bright and happy with anticipation of a 
merry Christmas gathering when the hus­ 
band and father should return from his 
day’s labor to the bosom of his family. 
It appears that deceased had just removed 
a switch at Sixth and E streets, at about 
half past 10 o’clock a. m., for a locomotive 
to pass upon a certain track, when from an 
opposite direction a box-car was backed 
down suddenly upon him. 
One report was to the effect that he saw 
the car in time to get out of the way, but 
that one of his feet was caught in a frog, 
which held him fast, while the car ran him 
down. Another story is that the car came 
so suddenly upon him that he did not see 
it in time to escape. 
However that may be, the unfortunate 
man was knocked down by the box-car, 
which ran over his body, as also did the 
locomotive, mangling it in a shocking 
manner. Nobody seems to know precisely 
how he came to be struck by the car, but 
some f the yardmen nearest to him saw 
him disappear under the wheels just as it 
came upon him. 
The remains were strewn along the 
track for some distance, but were gathered 
together and taken the Cor< n -r’s office. 
Deceased would have been through with 
his morning's work five minutes later and 
on his way to his happy little home at 1417 
Fourth street, where his young wife and 
babe awaited him. He is said to have 
been one of the most expert switchmen in 
the company’s employ, a branch of work 
in which he had had long experience. 
He was married only between two and 
three years ago, his wife being at the time 
a resident of Nevada county. He was held 
in the highest esteem by his fellow-work- 
men, and especially by those under his 
supervision, who speak of him as a man of 
unusually kind and gentle manners and 
pleasant toward everybody. 
Those familiar with liis home iife say 
that deceased was fairiy adored by his wife 
and child, to whom he was devoted. His 
shocking and sudden death cast a deep 
sorrow over the neighborhood in which he 
resided aud among all his acquaintances. 
Coroner Clark will hold an inquest on 
his remains to-day. It is said that no 
blame is attached to any person for the 
lamentable occurrence, it having been 
one of those unfortunate cases the result 
whereof could not have been foreseen. 
Deceased was a native of Cincinnati, Ohio, 
and in his thirtieth year. 
WHAT AN EVE-WITNESS SAYS. 
Since the above was put in type a R kc- 
OKD-ÜNION reporter succeeded in finding a 
brakeman who saw the accident and was 
able to explain just how it occurred. He 
stated that he was on the top of a box-car 
near the spot, which gave him a clear view 
of the accident. A locomotive was “run­ 
ning a fly”—that is, rushing a box-car 
down 10 the switch to be diverted to an­ 
other track. It is generally a dangerous 
thing to do, and requires experience and 
agility on the part of the switchman to re­ 
set the switch for the locomotive and then 
get out of the latteris way. 
In this case deceased had changed the 
switch and closed it again for the locomo­ 
tive, and then jumped backward upon an­ 
other track alongside to let the locomotive 
pass. Just as he did so another box-car 
and locomotive were backed down upon 
him. The car struck and knocked him 
down and his body was shoved ahead until 
jammed into a frog, where it was torn and 
mangled by the trucks and wheels of the 
car and locomotive.

The announcement of our intentions in this 
mRtter was premature, but, under the circum­ 
stances. unavoidable. 1 should regret very 
much I hat this fact should interfere with the 
raising of subscriptions and cause delay in the 
purchase of the property.

CONSIDINE’S CLOSE CALL. 


Sudden D eath of a TYoll-Kiiown and 
Popular Journalist. 
The many friends of John McFetrish, 
the well-known journalist, were pained 
yesterday to learn of his sudden demise in 
the early hours of the bright Christmas 
morning. He had not been in good health 
for the last year or two, and last summer, 
while at Bartlett Springs, suffered a severe 
stroke of paralysis, which prostrated him 
for several weeks, but from the eflects of 
which he seemed to have almost recovered 
on his return to this city, although his 
general health remained poor. 
On Tuesday he spent the greater part of 
the day at the residence of E. C. Hart, and 
promised the latter’s little son that they 
should have a jolly Christmas together. 
He dined with Ur. H art’s family in the 
evening, and during the meal he had a 
nervous attack that rendered him quite 
weak. He was put to bed, and a friend re­ 
mained with him. Daring the night he 
was several times seized with spasms, and 
about 6 o’clock in the morning Mr. Hart 
went up town for some medicine, and soon 
after his return the patient went into an­ 
other spasm and suddenly expired. 
Deceased had been a resident of Sacra­ 
mento for perhaps fifteen years, having re­ 
moved hither from Pioche, Nev., where he 
lived during the prosperous mining era in 
that locality. He ran for the Assembly 
there on the Republican ticket, but was de­ 
feated by a small majority by Philip L. 
Shoaff, late Superintendent of State Print­ 
ing in thi3 State. For many years Mr. 
McFetrish was city editor of the Bee, ia 
which position he displayed marked 
ability. 
Of late years he had been em­ 
ployed in the State Printing Office, and 
also did local work on some of the San 
Francisco dailies 
Some years ago he also served a term as 
Clerk of the Police Court in this city. 
Deceased was a genial, warm-hearted 
man, and a great favorite with all who 
knew him. It is doubtful if John JJcFet- 
rish had an enemy in tne world, and yet he 
was a man of positive character. 
Yesterday, while his remains were be­ 
ing prepared for burial, a package was re­ 
ceived from his aunt, Mrs. Margaret Mc- 
Gonigal of San Francisco, containing a 
Christmas gift, and accompanied by a ten­ 
der and affectionate letter. 
Deceased was a native of Pennsylvania 
and aged 41 years. 
He was a member of 
the Sacramento Typographical Union, and 
will be buried bn Sunday under the 
auspices of that organization.

Sensible Id eas on E ducation by M rs. 
E eland Stanford. 
fFrom the New York Star.] 
Mrs. Leland Stanford gives many facts, 
hitherto unpriuted, in regard to plans for 
the new university at Palo Alto. She says 
the same attention will be given to girls as 
to boys, and it is her purpose to have an 
art training school, like the Cooper Insti­ 
tute, where girls who have an art for de­ 
signing may secure instruction that will 
enable them to earn a good living. If they 
then wish to study higher art, they will 
have means to support themselves. The 
chief aim will be to ground the students in 
elementary studies, and then to give them 
some practical training by which they may 
easily suDport themselves. If then they 
desire higher training it will be freely 
given, but the whole spirit of the institu­ 
tion will be against merely ornamental 
education. To quote Mrs. Stanford’s words 
on this point: 
“I think it absolutely cruel to give a 
yonng man or woman, who must depend 
upon his or her own exertions for a liveli­ 
hood, a classical education, pare and 
simple. 
There is scarcely a week that 
Mr. Stanford is not asked to give employ­ 
ment to graduates of Yale and Harvard. 
He has six of them as car conductors on 
the Market street line now. 
Of course, it 
is no disgrace to them, and they will not 
remain long, but it is pitiful to witness the 
helplessness of wrongly educated young 
people.” 
When asked whether any plaDs had been 
devised for the association of the sexes, she 
said: “Yes, indeed. Cottages will be built 
which will accommodate about twenty stu­ 
dents each, and these will be in charge of a 
teacher, where the personal habits, man­ 
ners and amusements of the students may 
be under supervision. Every care will be 
taken to make these cottages homes in the 
best sense of the word, a place where no 
creed is taught, but where the day begins 
and ends with prayer, and where each in­ 
dividual is brought under refined disci­ 
pline. The cottages intended for beys will 
be about a mile distant from those occu­ 
pied by the girls, but the evenings may 
be passed together in music or social game9 
in the presence of aud with the consent of 
the teachers.” 
“Is it true yon intend to give paintiDgs 
and curios in your house to the university 
museum?” 
“Quite true, and I am determined there 
shall be copies of all the old masters added 
to the collection of paintings. Down in my 
ballroom is an exact reproduction of ‘The 
Lord’s Supper,’ painted by Raphael, which 
was found during the wars of Napoleon, 
and which hangs in the cathedral near Mi­ 
lan. King Humbert allowed me to have it 
copied. Through Mr. Pendleton, our re­ 
cent Minister to Germany, the young Kai­ 
ser has given permission to secure a copy 
of the famous ‘Sistine Madonna,’ in Dres- 
deu, reserving only the right to name the 
artist. I have just given an order to have 
the work begun.” 
It is expected that the university will be 
opened next fall. The colleges will be pro­ 
vided with ample lecture rooms. and the 
Trustees will be required to offer a high sal­ 
ary for instructors. The higher courses 
will be free to post-graduates of all colleges 
and universities, and to such other deserv­ 
ing persons as th el’rustees may elect to ad­ 
mit. 
P rize A bsent-M inded M an. 
The prize absent-minded man of the 
century is a well-known railroad ofiicial. 
He is a young man, but lie really some­ 
times forgets that he is living.

W hile the bright golden oraDges are 
beautiful aud attract much comment, there 
is much attention paid to fine apples and it 
would be hard to ficd a more beautiful 
fruit than the large and showy appies that 
can be put on exhibition in this region if 
the growers will only send or bring them 
fo the fair. As this is a State fair, we hope 
those in this locality will work more ener­ 
getically than ever to make it a success. 
The efforts that have been made in this 
part of the State are bringing rich rewards 
to all ia the better knowledge that people 
are getting of this region, of the new set­ 
tlers that are coming in, the enhanced 
value of property and the capital that has 
been invested. W ithin a few years Oro­ 
ville will be shipping thousands of boxes 
of oranges each week during the orange 
season, so wilt Thermalito and I’alernio, 
and possibly other places near us. These 
are paying results. 
Aside from any premium that you may 
receive, it is directly putting money in 
your pockets. If, by your exertions in 
making known what your land will pro­ 
duce, you can command a price doable as 
great as you could one or two years ago, 
then you have really enhanced your prop­ 
erty to that extent. We repeat that it will 
pay you as a financial proposition, aside 
from any premiums, to make as good and 
as varied an exhibit as possible. Take such 
men as M. V. Roe and joe Enlzman ; their 
lands would readily sell to-day if put on 
the market, because hundreds of people 
saw at the last fairs what they would pro­ 
duce ; saw that they were rich and capable 
of raising a great variety of crops. So with 
others that might be named, and it is a 
safe assertion to make that each man who 
prepares a good exhibit from his fruits, 
vegetables, grain, etc., for this coming fair 
will be repaid ten times over during the 
next year, even if he does not win a single 
premium. 
FRAUDS AT HORSE SALES. 
One of the T ricks P racticed ou V erdant 
G reen. 
[From Cbambers’ Journal.] 
The horse is often truly described as a 
noble animal,” but by some strange fatal­ 
ity it has given rise to more ignoble trans­ 
actions than any other quadruped. The 
frauds that are practiced at horse sales are 
without number, and seem almost to jus­ 
tify the saying of an experienced dealer, 
“ Trust neither your brother nor your pas­ 
tor if he is trying to sell you a horse.” 
Let us trace one transaction of the kind. 
The prelude consists of an advertisement 
in one of the newspapers to the effect that 
a gentleman who is suddenly called abroad 
wishes to find a kind master for his beauti­ 
ful brown horse, so many hands high, a 
fast trotter and perfectly sound. Can be 
seen at his private stables. The would-be 
purchaser finds a commodious stable, the 
liorse in apparent good condition and com­ 
mences negotiations with the glib-tongued 
man in charge. Presently a confederate 
rushes in and displays a great anxiety to 
purchase the animal. The man refuses to 
sell to him on the ground that the new­ 
comer is a mere dealer, who will sell the 
liorse again, whereas the real object is to 
find a purchaser who will guarantee the 
favorite a good home. He would not sell 
to a dealer for thrice the money he is ask­ 
ing for the animal. This seems conclusive; 
but the confederate presently whispers to 
the first buyer that he is determined to 
have the horse, and if lie, the first comer, 
will buy it for him, lie will give him a 
commission of $50 on the transaction. This 
temptation to make a £10 note so very 
easily is too much for Verdant Green. 
He buys the liorse and leads him to a 
place agreed upon by the confederate. But 
the man is not there, and the purchaser 
has to keep his very sorry bargain for him­ 
self. The police keep a sharp lookout for 
the “ liorse sharps” who are, however, so 
careful to keep just within the law that a 
conviction seldom follows arrest.

T he following com m unication will be 
read with deep interest by the m any people 
■who are now engaged in fig culture in this 
S ta te : 
lito Khcobd-Union: 
Several years since 
th e Bulletin Company of San Francisco 
brought to California 
from 
Sm yrna a 
quantity of fig cuttings, which they ob­ 
tained 
through 
United 
States 
Consul 
Smither3, and distributed to the subscribers 
of the Bulletin. 
Robert W illiam son, of 
Sacramento, planted some of the cuttings 
in nursery; and four years ago when they 
w ire placed on the m arket, K. E. Parker, 
of Penryn, purchased two of the trees and 
planted them in the foot-hills of Placer 
county. 
W hen the trees commenced bear­ 
ing. Mr. Parker found tbat be had a super­ 
ior Jig to any he had ever seen. Not satisfied 
witti bis own opinion he sent specimens to 
the Bulletin Company, and they submitted 
them to a test by such experts as Professor 
E J. Wicksou, of the Rural Press, and the 
foliowmg merchants:' A . LuBk, S. G. Sreso- 
vich and G. Onesti, who, on actual com­ 
parison, pronounced them superior to the 
best new crop of Sm yrna figs that could be 
found ia the m arket. 
A t the F ru it Growers’ Convention, held 
at Chico during the m onth of November, 
1888, Mr. Porker, on the 22i day of that 
m onth exhibited figs grown on the same 
trees as those sent to the Bulletin Company, 
and they were shown side by side with the 
Sm yrna and W hite Adriatic. 
I examined 
th e figs carefully and was satisfied that the 
Bulletin fig was superior, not only to either 
of the other two, b at to any I had ever 
seen. I do not claim to be an expert, but 
figs are m y favorite fruit, and I have eaten 
them fresh, dried, preserved and pickled 
for more than forty years. Messrs. W. W. 
Sm ith, G M. Gray’ and Frank A. Kimbal! 
W-re appointed to consider the varieties of 
figs and presented the following report; 
"W e would say, in m aking out report on 
figs, that we examined the specimens of 
the three varieties very carefully by putting 
each under the test of the microscope, by 
tasting them and by tearing the skin apart 
aud exam ining thoroughly the seeds, and 
we agreed . report as follows: Taking 100 
as the standard of excellence, we give the 
fig grown at Penryn by Mr. Parker, 100; 
W hite Adriatic, 75, and the 
imported 
Sm yrna. 50. 
We m ake the W hite Adriatic 
75 because it was superior in flavor to the 
im ported Smyrna, although the skin was 
thicker." 
Now let ns see what other horticulturists 
think of the Bulletin fig. 
P. W. Eatler, a neighbor of Mr. Parker, 
savs: "I have been acquainted for years 
w ith the tig of commerce, having dealt in 
them extensively, and I noted particularly 
the fine quality of Mr. Parker’s figs. On 
m y place i have some fifty fig trees, among 
others the Ischia and W hite Adriatic, as 
grown by Strong & Co., of Sacram ento; so 
Í am fam iliar with the varieties, and cer­ 
tainly Mr. Parker’s fig is entirely different. 
As snown by the picture, bis fig is very 
m uch more glofcular in form, and there is 
no comparison as to quality.” 
W. G. Klee: “I bacpened to m eet Mr. 
Rixford, of the Bulletin, oue evening, and 
he told me about having received the speci­ 
m ens from Mr. Parker. 
Naturally being 
interested in settling this question, I se­ 
cured 
from 
John 
Rock, 
at 
Niles, 
a 
num ber 
of 
specimens 
of 
the 
W hite 
Adriatic 
tig, 
and 
I 
took 
them 
to the rooms 
of 
Mr. Rixford. 
W e compared them very particularly. The 
figs were both in a green state, as they 
came from the tree, having been picked 
only a few days. In cutting them open we 
found that tita meat did not seem to differ 
very m aterially, at least that was my opin­ 
ion ; the color was about the same, the skin 
of the W hile A driatic 
was somewhat 
thicker, but the most striking difference 
wa3, of course, in the shape. T hat was too 
marked and distinct to escape anybody’s 
notice. The product as dried shows still 
reater 
difference, 
as 
Mr. 
Parker’s 
pecintens prove. His -Smyrna fig dries 
.uite transparent, while the specimens of 
the W hite Adriatic I have seen do not. In 
m y m ind the question of identity of ihe 
Sm yrna fig of commerce aud that of Mr. 
Parker's is settled.” 
F. A. K im ball: “ I examined with a 
great deal 
of 
interest 
the specimen 
show n by Mr. Parker. 
I bave seen but 
one sample of dried figs in m y life supe­ 
rior to it. 
I have m ade a great many ex­ 
aminations, particularly in ray own county 
of San Diego. 
There was one sam ple of 
fig? exhibited at an exhibit at Oceanside, 
and now in the rooms of the Hoard of 
Trade iu -an Dhgo, which seems to me 
identical with that fig, and they were 
gr \v:. from a tree of the Bulletin im porta­ 
tion and pscktd by the Escondido Land 
Company. 
I see no difference in textnre, 
in seed,or color,eitherinside oroutside.ex­ 
cept in the thinness of the skin. The skin 
of the fig? packed at Escondido is much 
thinner than these here, but the shape and 
all characteristics seem to be identical.” 
Now, is it not a little singular th at just 
one year and a day from the tim e Mr. 
Parker exhibited the samples of the Bulletin 
Sm yrna rig at Chico, the Rural Press 
should publish an article w ritten by E. C. 
Clowes, Stockton, and a paper read by E. 
W . Maslin. Placer county, at the F ruit­ 
growers’ 
Convention 
at 
Fresno. 
Mr. 
Clowes states that t wo years ago last fall 
h e made a trip to Mr. Parker’s place to see 
the Bulletin tig 
Mr. Parker claimed that 
there was considerable difference between 
his fig and the Adriatic, though he failed 
to see any, and offered and did on his re­ 
turn to Stockton Bend samples of fresh tigs 
and received an answer from Mr. Parker 
stating that there was tittle or no resem­ 
blance. A t the same tim e Mr. Clowes sent 
another box of figs to a party (unknow n to 
the public; at Penryn with the request to 
compare them with Mr. Parker's tig, and 
iu due tim e a in ter was received from him 
stating tbat a s bad done as requested, and 
although not feeling himseif qualified to 
judge on =o weighty a matter, etc. (I sup­ 
pose

out Mr. Parker's knowledge o r consent), he 
could 
bo? they compared in bis own

But what seems to trouble Mr. Clowes 
most, is the photographs in 
Professor 
W icsson’s

A lthough Mr. Clowes’ friend reports the 
shape oi the Stockton A driatic and the 
Bulletin Sm yrna fig to be the same, the 
photographs show the shape of the Niles 
A driatic and the Bulletin fig to be different. 
W hat is tke difference in the shape of figs 
grown at Stockton and those grown at 
Niles? There is no doubt in Mr. Clowes’ 
m ind that Mr Parker has nothing but an 
A driatic fig, aud if he is willing to have 
the m atte- tested it can be proven beyond 
the possibility of a doubt. 
I would like to know if it is the Stockton 
Adriatic or the Niles Adriatic that the 
Bulletin C m pan v imported from Sm yrna!

any one has a better fig I will congratulate 
him .” 
E. W. Maslin seems to be troubled about 
a name for Mr. Parker’s baby that is caus­ 
ing so much discusssion among those in­ 
terested in fig culture in California, and 
suggests that it be called the Bulletin 
Sm yrna. It makes but little difference 
what it is named. 
It is here to stay, and 
since it nas been so highly spoken of by 
some of the leading fruit-growers of the 
State, those who contem plate planting fig 
trees will learn more of the Parker fig 
Mr. Maslin saya that it seems to him the 
veriest nonsense to declare each year that 
certain dried tigs are superior or even equal 
to the Sm yrna tig. “The Sm yrna fig has 
established its character, and is accepted in 
all the markets of the world as the highest 
type of dried figs. 
It is the standard tig of 
commerce, and it is useless to try’ to sup­ 
plant it by any fig not its equal.” 
W ho proposes to drive the Sm yrna fig 
out of the m arkets, or even compete with 
it with an inferior article? Certainly not 
California horticulturists; they have had 
too much experience for that. They will 
get fig cu tings from wherever figs are 
grown, plant seed (as Mr. Maslin is doing) 
and then scatter the trees ail over the 
Staia until thev get the right trees on the 
proper kind of soil and in a suitable cli­ 
mate aud know they’ are growing a supe 
rior article; then supply our own markets 
and let the rest of the world send to Smyrna 
for their figs. 
Mr. Muslin, in conclusion, takes, his fel­ 
low fig-seed planters by the hand and 
kindly tells them to think of their reward : 
“ Living, you shall win ren-jwn; dying, you 
shall be remembered by those whom you 
have blessed, and shall depart with the 
sweet consolation that you have left the 
world better than you found it.” 
I say’ to you cutting planters, do not be 
discouraged by anything others may say; 
plant judiciously, of the best varieties now 
in the State, and then think of your re­ 
ward. If you fail to produce a dried fig 
that will please those who think foreign 
products superior to those of our grand, 
glorious California, rest assured that you 
will, at least, grow an article that will 
please a true American, be he foreign or 
native-born. 
We should be very careful 
what we plant, until we know what does 
best on the lands intended to be planted. 
Get a few trees from Mr. Rock, at Nile?, he 
is a good m an to buy of; I have tried him. 
Try a few of Mr. M aslin’s seedlings, aud a 
few cuttings or trees from Mr. Parker’s 
two trees; perhaps you m ight get some 
W hite Adriatic? from Mr. Clowes. 
I shall 
get what I need this season of Strong & Co , 
and som etim e during the winter of 1892 we 
can compare figs. anti see who has the best 
California fig. 
Let the rest of the world 
eat 
imported 
Smyrna, but Americans 
should learn to live at home.

DOM PEDRO’S PRIVATE LIFE. 


H is E d u c a tio n a n d H a b its a n d H o w H e 
P a s s e d H is T im e . 
! F;oin th e New York Tribune.) 
M uch has been said in the last lew days 
about the political and historical side of 
the life of Em peror Dom Pedro II. of Bra­ 
zil, now an exile. 
But his private life is 
less known to Americaus, whom he visited, 
however, in 187ti. 
A t th at time, when he 
was not scrutinizing with deep interest 
the marvels exhibited a t the centennial 
exhibition, or when he was not traveling 
through the United States, which he ad­ 
mired and lauded so warmly and frankly, 
he liked to stay in New York, where he 
lived at the Buckingham Hotel. 
H ere, 
as in Paris, where he often rode on top of 
omnibuses, Dom Pedro was fond of enter­ 
ing a horse-car and having a chat w ith his 
neighbors in the public vehicle, which 
was an easy thing for him, as he spoke per­ 
fect English. 
The knowledge of many languages was 
out a small part of the scholarly acquire­ 
ments of the Brazilian monarch, who was 
as much of a savant as of an Emperor, and 
who had been received, not on account of 
bis title, but as a reward for his numerous 
scientific v rks, as a member of the famous 
institute of France and most of the Euro­ 
pean academies. 
Ilis education was be­ 
gun by the venerable Bishop of Chryopolis, 
and by the famous liberal leader, Añorada 
Sylva, who had been recalled from exile, 
where lie was sent again by his ungrateful 
party. 
Dom Pedro, when one year old, 
lost his mother, Leopoldine, an A ustrian 
Archduchess, and a sister of M arie I/juise, 
the second wife of Napoleon I. 
H e was 
only five years old when, in 1831, his 
father, Dom Pedro I., abdicated in his 
favor, and he left Brazil. 
The poor boy 
was thus left quite alone in the world, and 
be felt himself still more isolated when, 
at ten years of age, he heard of his father’s 
death in Portugal. 
No wonder then th at his character was 
predisposed to a serious and even a sad 
view of life ; th at he was a m editative and 
grave voting man. 
H is intelligence be­ 
came precocious ; he was anxious to work 
and to study ; so much so th at lie got up 
at night sometimes and relighted the lam p 
which had been carefully put out by the 
worthy Bishop, his immediate tutor. 
The 
qualities and strength of mind he had ac­ 
quired caused the regents, tired of exercis­ 
ing power amid the difficulties of that 
tim e in Brazil, to advance the epoch of 
his majority, and to proclaim Dom Pedro 
II., Emperor three years before the age 
fixed by law for declaring th at m inority 
has ceased for Brazilian citizens. 
H e was 
only fifteen when his reign began practi­ 
cally for him. 
Dom Pedro is tali, robust and of splendid 
bearing: his hair and his beard have 
grown w hite prem aturely. 
Ilis blue eyes 
have a deep look; his face, frank and 
open, inspires a great sym pathy at the first 
glance 
He speaks easily and listens with 
poiite interest. 
H is residence at Rio J a ­ 
neiro, which is his own property, as is his 
•astle at Petropolis, is called San Christo- 
vaor. 
The im perial palace, former resi­ 
dence of the Portuguese Viceroys, was in 
a dilapidated condition, and Parliam ent 
intended to rebuild it for the use of Dom 
Pedro, who declined, saying: “How can 
we think of building a palace, when we 
have not enough schools and useful estab­ 
lishments.’’ During the summer, which in 
the Southern Hem isphere corresponds to 
northern winter, the court resided at the 
astle of Petropolis, situated northw ard of 
Rto Janeiro a half day’s journey. T his is 
a charm ing place, which reminds one of 
Saratoga or Ems in Europe. 
It is built on

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'he side of a mountain and surrounded 
vith a real village, composed of villas be- 
mging to the high society of Rio Janeiro, 
o the members of the diplom atic corps 
and of the aristocracy of the Brazilian 
irovinces. 
Dom Pedro liked Petropolis so much 
that he used to leave it only on Saturdays 
to go to Rio to preside at the M inisters’ 
( 'ouncils, which are held at 8 o’clock p. m., 
in account of the heat in th at tropical cli­ 
mate. 
The Em peror got up at 6 o’clock, 
though he retired very late at night. 
H is 
occupation in the m orning consisted in 
reading the newspapers. 
A t 9 o’clock he 
breakfasted in “ Yankee fashion,” as he 
used to say after his sojourn here. 
H e ate 
so rapidly that his guests, anxious to an- 
-wer the innumerable questions he con­ 
stantly propounded to them, often left the 
table hungry. 
Once he was to o ten a 
railroad, and he had taken along w ith him 
t lie Embassador of a great European power. 
The latter, invited to breakfast with the 
Emperor at the buffet of the station, saw 
Dom Pedro getting up after a few minutes, 
during which the diplom at kept answering 
the questions asked by liis M ajesty. 
The 
Embassador had to follow his im perial 
host w ith an empty stomach and w ith a 
long journey yet to accomplish, but before 
leaving the table aud following the Em ­ 
peror, who had already turned his back 
and was moving in the direction of the 
train, the famished guest rapidly seized 
upon cakes spread on the table, forced 
them into his pocket and managed to eat 
them, w ithout being seen, during the re­ 
m ainder of the trip. 
Every morning the Em peror used to 
hold audiences and listen to everybody 
who chose to present him a request. Aside 
from these audiences daily given to sa­ 
vants, artists, merchants, etc., Dom Pedro 
received once a week in the palace yard 
the lower classes, or rather the poor, and 
those in want, to whom he distributed 
money from big bags held by two chamber­ 
lains. 
A fter the audience he entered his 
carriage and paid visits to schools, hospit­ 
als, naval ships, barracks, etc. 
In the 
evenings the Em peror worked in his libra­ 
ry or went to the theater, always with 
some member of his family. 
H is life has 
been a patriarchical one, and he has won 
universal esteem for his public and private 
qualities. 


WOMAN IN THE FUTURE. 


ALL AROUND T H E W ORLD. 


H e r P a r t in th e W o rld o f S o c ie ty a n d 
C o m m e rc e . 
N ature has prescribed certain things 
th at women cannot do, exactly as she has 
barred out the blind from becoming public 
readers, and the deaf as teachers of those 
who speak, says the New Haven Repub­ 
lican. 
T his does not mean th a t women’s 
capacity for usefulness is less than th at of 
men, but different. 
In those days, when there are no preju­ 
dices to discourage a young woman who 
wants to become a physiciaa, a lawyer or a 
journalist, she will glide into one of these 
professions naturally and without provok­ 
ing remark. 
Then the medical world will 
have, even in a greater degree than now, 
the lienefit of her bright inventive powers, 
and suffering hum anity will profit by her 
delicacy and sym pathetic care. 
In the 
law she w ill find opportunity to bring to 
hear her power to make peace seem desir­ 
able, and there is room for women writers 
in journalism, as everyone knows. 
There 
are many other occupations in which she 
will make a formidable competitor. 
To correctly forecast for her the future 
one should not imagine womeu doing the 
identical work man does now. 
She will 
adapt herself to her task, taking only th at 
p :rt of it for which she is fitted, and leav­ 
ing the rest for man, who has a stronger 
bo ly, and some think a better mind. Men 
will not then regard women in these new 
lines as unsexed and in a sphere for 
which they are not fitted; neither will 
they be conspicuous by reason of their 
labor, and regarded as over-ambitious, 
strong-minded and mannish. 
W e shall 
s mply distinguish between women who 
take an active part in the hurly-burly of 
life and those who cling to the quiet home 
existence, as the most of women do in this 
age. 
_ 
This classification will not be clean-cut 
and conducive 
to social complications 
and mild ostracism as now. 
There will be 
no yawning gulf between women who fill 
these positions and those whose life is do­ 
mestic. 
W e shall say, “such a woman was 
dependent on herself, and took up this 
profession; 
another woman was 
ambi­ 
tious and went into th at line; still an­ 
other woman has always lived at home.” 
There will be, after all, women, and but a 
small per cent, will strike out in lines now 
called original. 
Finally the transfer to 
quiet home life of a woman trained to 
active usefulness will not be as radical or 
disappointing in results as we conserva­ 
tive, short-sighted people of the nineteenth 
century think.
